|noted that Godfrey Andreas, as-

We now have at hand the full 
text of Mr. Andreas’ resolution and 
;as the matter of a change in the 
|route is vital to Upland and the 
surrounding

Whereas, it has been proposed 
to be erected in the beautiful resi- 
dential and ranching districts of 
Cucamonga Canyon, San Antonio 
Heights and the Pasadena  foot- 
hills certain towers, 144 feet in 
height, for the purpose of trans- 
mitting electrical energy to the 
Los Angeles Light and Power Bu- 
reau from Boulder Dam; and 

Whereas, the erection of such 
towers will impair the natural 
scenic beauty of these districts, 
greatly destroy existing property 
values thereof, and in addition 
cause a serious fire hazard which 
may result in the possible destruc- 
tion of a natural watershed, thus 
endangering life and property; and 

Whereas, the residents of these 
districts, through great physical 
and financial effort, have improved 
and beautified said districts, and 
through extensive development 
have reclaimed this land from the 
desert and made this area one of 
the richest ranching districts in 
the state of California; and 

Whereas, an alternate route ex- 
ists nearby said districts which in 
the main part consists of unde- 
veloped and undesired lowlands 
that in no wise will create a fire 
hazard, endanger life, or result in 
a loss of property values; now, 
therefore, be it 

Resolved by the Assembly of the 
state of California, that this As- 
sembly urgently petitions the Los 
Angeles Municipal Light and Pow- 
er Bureau and such others as may

History of 8. A. Hospital Fea-

i Rarely a week goes by but 
that we are not asked some 
| questions regarding the free bed 
fund, and so little seems to be 
known about this fund that we 
feel an explanation would not be 
out of order at this time. 

To begin with, this is another 
work of the hospital auxiliary 
and it dates back almost to the 
beginning of this hospital. 
Through these ladies’ efforts 
$10,000 was raised with the un- 
derstanding that the income from 
the $10,000 would be used for : 
| hospitalization of worthy cases 
in this community. The income 
at seven per cent on the $10,000 
iis $700, or the amount of hos- 
pitalization allowed annually by 
this fund. Two years ago the 
auxiliary met with the board of 
trustees suggesting that they 
turn this $10,000 worth of bonds 
and security over te the hospital 
to apply against the institution’s 
indebtedness with the  under- 
standing that the hospital allow 
them $700.00 hospitalization ad 
infinitum.

|history, and he in turn makes a 
request stating the facts that in 
his opinion this is a case for the 
free bed fund. In many events 
{these are worthy cases and in 
| many events these cases are tak- 
en care of here. 

The doctors make no charges 
for their services when a patient 
is on a free bed fund. 

This fund should be much 

larger than it is for a community 
lof this size. However, you see | 
the Auxiliary certainly has done 
|its part. 
It is hoped that in 
{come this fund can be built up 
|to a sizable amount whereby it 
will be possible to take care of 
many worthy cases that should 
be taken care of right here in 
}our own hospital. If enough 
people could become acquainted 
| with the benefits that are derived 
from such funds, there is no 
doubt that even within a 
short time it would climb by 
leaps and bounds. 

Do not confuse the free bed 
|fund with the sick baby fund, as 
they are entirely separate and 
apart from each other and will 
be explained at a later date.
